(AP)—G overn­ 
m ent agents, ferreting into the va­ 
rious subsidiaries attributed to the 
Capone organization, have sm ashed 
a well organized smuggling ring, it 
was revealed Sunday. 
About 250 aliens, most of them 
menials who m anned the alcohol 
vats and performed like duties, have 
been listed for deportation 
along 
with reputed 
heads of

Protect Im m igrants 
The desire to rid the nation of 
crim inals is not the only reason for

deportation

agents said. 
The governm ent also 
wishes to 
protect the 
im m igrant 
himself from unscrupulous sm ug­ 
glers. 
‘ M any 
of the 
poor im m igrants 
enter the country without knowing 
they are breaking the law,” G ars­ 
son said. 
"They give a smuggler as 
little as $500 or as much as $5 OOO 
to bring them across the border 
from C anada—a favorite smuggling 
route in recent years—and believe it 
to be the regular procedure. 
"B ut after they reach Chicago or 
some other m id-west city, they often 
wish they were back home. The 
smugglers 
blackmail 
them 
with 
th reats 
of exposure 
and 
prison, 
often extoring every dollar then can 
earn and forcing them into crime. 
We even hear 
of cases in

aliens are killed by smugglers who 
promise them safe consort across 
the border, collect their fees and 
decide not to go through with the 
bargain.”

PREVENTING PNEUMONIA 
We cannot prevent pneumonia in 
the same sense th at we can prevent 
smallpox, typhoid fever, or diph­ 
theria. for we have- no vaccine or 
other specific agent which will ren­ 
der man immune to the disease. 
But we can ward off the disease 
by avoiding those conditions which 
favor its development. 
In 
a 
number of 
communities, 
famed once for their high preva­ 
lence of pneumonia, it has been 
demonstrated that by precautionary 
measures applied to groups and in­ 
dividuals the disease can be con­ 
trolled. 
Though pneumonia occurs in all 
climates, in the tropics as well as 
in the cold countries, it is distinct­ 
ly a seasonal disease 
It is most prevalent when weather 
is cold, wet and chilling 
Probably the most important of 
all precautionary measures that can 
be taken to prevent pneumonia con­ 
sists in paying more attention to 
and taking better care of ordinary 
colds 
Influenza, bronchitis, sore throat 
and all forms of catarrhal inflam­ 
mations of the respiratory system 
are often associated with the germs 
of pneumonia and predispose to 
pneumonia. 
Exposure 
to 
cold 
and 
severe 
weather with inadequate protection 
of the body, over-exertion, whether 
due to excessive work or play, and 
fatigue tend to weaken resistance 
again* the disease.

Crowding and carelessness in dis­ 
posing of the secretions of the nose 
and throat are largely responsible 
for the spread of the germs of pneu­ 
monia.
